In response to the Nonfinal Official Action mailed November 1, 2007, Applicant hereby 
submits the following remarks. 

Reconsideration and allowance of the above-referenced application are respectfully 
requested. Claims 1-15 and 25-33 are pending in the application. 

Claims 1 , 9, and 25 stand rejected under 35 USC § 1 03 in view of U.S. Patent Publication No. 
2003/0108067 to Craig et al. in view of U.S. Patent Publication No. 2006/0078008 by Bordonaro 
et al. This rejection is respectfully traversed, because Bordonaro et al. is not available as a reference 
under 35 USC § 103(c). 

In particular, Bordonaro et al. has a November 29, 2005 filing date after the July 29, 2003 
filing date of the subject application, but is a continuation of U.S. Patent No. 6,996,225. Both 
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Bordonaro et al. and U.S. Patent No. 6,996,225 were published after the July 29, 2003 filing date of 
the subject application. As described below in the Statement of Common Ownership, neither 
Bordonaro et al. nor U.S. Patent No. 6,996,225 are available as a reference under § 103(c). Hence, 
this § 103 rejection should be withdrawn. See MPEP §706.02(1) at pages 700-54 to 700-55 and 700- 
59 to 700-60 (Rev. 3, Aug. 2005). 
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STATEMENT OF COMMON OWNERSHIP : 

At the time the invention claimed in the subject application was made, the subject application
